PHENOMENON. 

On the afternoon of Friday last a very unusu- 
al agitation took place in the waters of St. Ma- 
ry's Bay, Nova Scotia, at Bellevee Cove, about 
four miles below Sissiboo River.

Our informant, a Frenchman of respectable 
appearance, who was present at the time above 
mentioned, and who with much difficulty saved 
his vessel from being driven on shore, does not 
know how far this extraordinary agitation of 
the water extended, but from the appearance, 
he thinks it probable, that it was the same, or 
nearly so, perhaps the whole length of St. Ma- 
ry’s Bay.—New Brunswick Courier.

Sixteen batteries from the arsenal, and 
several regiments, are sent towards the Balkan, 
to form a body of reserve, to watch the enemy, 
should they endeavour to pass those mountains 
between Varna and Bourgas. In the Stenches, 
or Little Balkan, will be placed the lines destin.

On the Hellespont side they have re- 
solved on putting Gallipoli on a war footing; and 
two Pachas, sent to the Dondsasiion, Manian 
ed with the defence of the castles.
